Afterword 


We have entered a new era while continuing a vibrant tradition. This year marks the 27th Parkside National 
Print Exhibition and, like everything else in 2020, is shaped by the Covid-19 global pandemic. All artists were 
hit hard; many lost scheduled exhibitions; and there was almost nowhere for artists to show their work. | was 
particularly concerned about printmaking. 


Printmaking is essentially a community art. 


The majority of prints are made in university and community print shops. Large expensive equipment is 
shared; printmakers often help each other out while printing an edition; and everyone is responsible for the 
cleanliness and upkeep of the shared space. During the pandemic the majority of these printshops were 
closed. Those left open had reduced hours, additional rules, and lowered capacities. 


| worried that we would suffer a drop in submissions and the quality of the exhibition would suffer. Who 
was making work at a time like this and how were they pulling it off? | was so wrong. We received a record 
number of submissions, over 1,000. | was able to shift the worry to our juror, John Hitchcock, who was 

left with the monumental task of selecting a small percentage of these submissions for exhibition. John 
narrowed the show down to 100 incredibly strong and varied works. Printmakers are finding ways to make 
new and compelling work regardless of the obstacles. 


This is the second exhibition since we have removed the word small. Printmaking is expanding as an art 
form, incorporating massive scale shifts, new technologies, and ways of making, while staying firmly rooted 
in craft and technique. We removed all size restrictions to honor where printmaking is today. The payoff has 
been huge. In this year’s exhibition two large format quilts, two in the round print sculptures, wall hung fabric 
reliefs, wallpaper, and digitally printed fabrics with puff paint screen prints hang alongside more traditional 
forms of printmaking. Rounding out this overview of contemporary printmaking are great examples of 
etchings, lithographs, relief prints, screen prints, and engravings. 


The 27" PNPE highlights the resourcefulness and determination needed to continue making and exhibiting 
works, even while in the midst of a global pandemic.
